Ping Boarding House. 

FORCKD TO SIGN : 

Under threats and force, Lui 
had to sign a confession - that 
he had been a traitor. He was 
also told to write a letter to 
his cousins asking them to raise 
as much money na possible. 

The next day, Li Wan-sang, 
14 Fuk and Kong Po-shan went 
back to the Hop Hing ‘Tea House 
to obtain the balance and were 
arrested by police under Ins 
apeetar Drury.

These tortures were 
flicted by the Interrogaters when 
they thought it was necessary to 
ubtain a confession. 


CHINESE AGENTS 

Thirk routine interrogation
